The glower the Werit tha ttaadier 
Job Has Been the Rule In the ^Mla 
Werka ef Bastan. 

In Its lateet report to tbe mayor 'tba- 
finance cooiiiilsslon deals with one of 
the moat flagrant abuaes in municipal, 
aervkw that Baa y«t aama bafora it 
Tba Item of labor Is about the heaviest 
that baa to be met by city appropria- 
tion, and n great deal depends upon Itn 
efllclency or Inefficiency. It la a mat- 
ter of common obaarratlea that tti* 
city employeaa are thna klllara. Tha 
alugglah pace at which thay perform 
their labors is a popular joke, but it 
la no joke to tboaa who pay tba taxaa 
aad (or avary dollar eentritmtad ra^ 
celve but the fraction of its value in 
service. Any one watching the per- 
formance of a gang of city men in any 
particular line of work can be con- 
vlnced that we are supporting an army 
of drones. The principle by which 
they are governed la not • fair day*!- 
woik (or a (air day's pay. bat th* 
amallaat amount o( work that can ba 
accompllshad withont endangering a 
position. 

Unfortunately pi.sltimis Iimv.. l,<'on 
only too secure under recent condi- 
tions, iKH-aune they have not depended 
upon vulues. but upon pull. It haa 
been even probable during tbe laat 
few years that a man waa move la 
danger o( loalag hla Job (lom balac ta*' 
•etlfa than firoaa halag too laact Ae- 
tlvlty aadangara tha opportoaltlaa of a 
larger nombar o( man. Tha more tbe 
work can be made to hold out the 
greater the number of pIineH for tba- 
benefit of the jwlltical contingent. 

We hiive not neediil an tnve^^tiga- 
tJon to prove all this to the averaga 
eltlaen. The proof is patent wherever 
dty work la carried on, but tbe Onanea 
commlaalon haa rendered a aarvlca by 
ahowlag tbioagh eompaiiaoa with tha^ 
work o( prtvata eorporatloaa to what 
aztent approximately the city Is be- 
ing defrauded and to what extent it 
has lost ground in efficiency during the 
past thirty years. I'nder the system 
of fewer hours there has been morp 
than a proportional loss in accomplish- 
ment. This Is not only demornllzlng to 
all holding city Joba, but It la ambai^ 
raaalng to tha eWn} nt labor organlsa- 
tloaa that aa mneh work eonid be doaa- 
te aa alght-bonr day aa ia oae of nlna- 
or ten hours. Thna thay ara not only 
cheating the city, but they are doing 
an injustice to the jrreat industrial 
body for whose roikI faltJi they are la 
no small degree res(Xjnsible. 

The figures fumlshe<l by the commis- 
sion are el(«iuent. They show that in 
a sewer department Job the hlgbeat ^ 
avwraga number o( brlcka laid per boar \ 
waa aavanty-aight, wharaaa tba lowest 
average upon metropolitan work was 
105 and the highest 384, or nourlj five 
times as much In tbe latter case If 
this discrepancy exists in skilled labor, 
where some pride of calling muy be 
bujiposed to exist, to even a greater ex- 
tent is It likely to ba (oond In tboae in- 
(erlor lines wliara tha dafldaadaa ot a 
alngle worker ara eoaeaalad In thoae of 
tha whole numbar.— Boaton Tranaerlpt,
